H. R. MOSSOP 


Henry Mossop’s outstanding collection of Ancient British coins, 
sold on the third anniversary of his death, is the largest in private 
hands. He was born on the tenth of June 1919 in Holbeach, South 
Lincolnshire. His father was a solicitor, and the family owned a 
farm on the Lincolnshire coast near Marshchapel. With the 
outbreak of war he volunteered for the R.A.F. reserves, and 
eventually served with the 50th squadron. A tail and mid-upper 
gunner on Lancaster bombers, his plane was shot down on 21st 
June 1944, and he remained a P.O.W. until the end of the war. 
Henry always displayed his D.F.C. in the room alongside his 
numusmatic library. 

Henry published The Lincoln Mint c. 890—1279 in 1970, a 
major contribution to the study of English coinage. His Lincoln 
punt coms are retained tor study at the City and County 
Museum, Lincoln. But his interests ranged well beyond numis- 
matics. In the fifties he became known throughout the conserva- 
tionist community for his work with the Angler’s Cooperative 
Association. He fought river pollution and was one of Britain’s 
early environmentalists. He planted thousands of trees on the 
family farm, and was awarded the Lincolnshire and South 
Humberside Conservation Award in June 1988. 

After writing The Lincoln Mint Henry found, in the Celtic 
series, a challenge to engage him for the rest of his life. He was a 
correspondent of Derek Allen and Commander Mack, worked 
closely with archaeologists in Norfolk and at Nottingham 
University, and was collaborating with Dr. Jeffery May on a 
sylloge of Celtic coins at the time of his death. He carried on Sir 
John Evans’ work in recording findspots, and kept detailed 
records rivalling those at Oxford. He was also one of the first 
metal-detectorists in Britain, importing an instrument from the 
United States. He always worked closely with archaeologists, and 
identified many significant sites in South Humberside. He felt the 
modern use of fertilisers and pesticides, and the action of farm 
machinery, would eventually destroy any silver or base-metal 
coins left in the ploughsoil. 

Henry was a man of great generosity and visitors to his home 
could spend hours looking over his collection and using his 
library. He would always insist on filling the car with petrol from 
his storage tank, saying “After all, you’ve driven so far to come 
tO See me 


Looking over this catalogue, collectors will note many out- 
standing rarities and coins which are amongst the best-preserved 
for their type. But less obvious is the theme behind the collection. 
Henry’s aim was to create the definitive collection of the Celtic 
coins circulating in his native Lincolnshire. He purchased duphi- 
cates whenever he could so he could recover the entire image and 
investigate die links. This approach enabled him to become a 
leading authority on typology, dies and die-cutting. From these 
studies, he came to know the Celts very well indeed.

Preface to the Collection 


Although just over half the lots in this unprecedented sale of 
Ancient British coins are of the Iceni and Corieltauvi, note must 
also be made of the very fine collection of other tribal and 
dynastic coins from north of the Thames, particularly of 
Tasciovanus and Cunobelin, which closes the sale. The contrast 
between many of the types in this coinage, so much influenced by 
the Romans, and the undiluted Celticism of the coins of the 
outlying tribes, is clear visual evidence of Derek Allen’s happy 
phrase — “It is in Britain that all the streams of Western Celtic 
coinage converge’’. If I have scattered references to Allen’s work 
liberally throughout the catalogue, it is because he was, in 
modern times, the most productive worker — and by far the best 
writer in the English language — in the whole field of Celtic Coins. 

I have added some dates, with reluctance, which are taken 
from Haselgrove’s work, Iron Age Coinage in South-East 
England (BAR 174, 1987). Virtually all the coins in the collection 
were struck within the space of a hundred years, from Caesar’s 
Gallic war to the Claudian invasion or just beyond. I have tended 
not to describe the types, ornaments or privy marks in any detail 
— where standard descriptions already exist. There are, however, 
many coins which are unpublished or improperly described, and 
here I have gone into greater detail. The provenances come from 
Mossop’s tickets (note how many he found himself), but these 
tickets are modest to a degree, never mentioning his own 
publications — in fact very little except Mack number, weight and 
provenance, if known. In addition to his well-known note on 
Prasutagus, in Britannia, Mossop published brief notes in the BN] 
in the late sixties, and occasionally in Seaby’s Bulletin; his 
generosity in keeping their Standard Catalogue up-to-date with 
new varieties should not go unnoted. 

The catalogue is arranged, with one or two exceptions, 
following the order of Bob Van Arsdell’s Coinage of Britain. In the 
uninscribed series reference to Allen’s classes (from his Origins) 
has been retained. The silver “‘units”’ are described simply as A, 
followed by weight; in fractional silver I have retained the use of 
“minim” for the little quarters — typically the Wanborough 
hoard coins, since the word is so apt. References to Mack and 
Seaby’s Standard catalogue are given throughout; and to Allen/ 
Nash as often as possible, for the reasons cited above. I am 


grateful to Bob Van Arsdell, for taking time off from digging in 
Hampshire to look over some of the collection one evening with 
me, and for saving me from a few blunders. Likewise Patrick 
Finn, for his advice based on long experience of the series, and for 
his liberality with my use of Spinks’ fine library.

Most of this fascinating material was gathered in a couple of Mossop’s trays under East 
Midlands. Although new material has been recorded from Danebury (Hants.) and Bury 
(Suffolk), Continental influence is strong and tribal attribution seems uncertain; the 
opportunity is taken to gather together here many little known and unpublished coins, 
whose provenance is from Hampshire, through the northern Home Counties, to Suffolk.
